Postal employees in Andover 
and across the U, S, will observe 
the Christmas and New Year’s 
Day as full holidays, Postmaster 
Francis J. Mooney said this week. 


Because both Sunday ob= 
servances are followed by national 
legal holidays, postal workers will 
have a rare opportunity to have an 
uninterrupted celebration, the 
postmaster explained, 

Mail will be picked up on both 
Dec, 25 and Jan, 1 from two 
locations in Andover, however. 
Special delivery, airmail or re= 
gular mail deposited in the boxes 
in front of the Main Post Office, 
Shawsheen Village station and Bal- 
lardvale station WILL be collected 
at 12 noon on the two Sunday holi- 
days and processed immediately. 
Mail, other than special delivery 
and perishables, will not be de=- 
livered in Andover or elsewhere, 
however, until Tuesday, Dec, 27 
and Jan. 3, following the legal 
observance of both holidays. 

Though the Andover office has 
not handled any appreciable in- 
crease in parcel post this year, it 
has processed a record volume 
incoming and outgoing Christmas 
mail,

Chinese Medical Practices 


Subject For Channel 2 Filn’ 


The first films on medical prac- 
tice in Communist China eves to 
be seen on American television 
will be shown on Channel 2’s 
‘Spectrum’, Tuesdays, Jan, 31 
and Feb, 7 at 6 p.m. 

Originally produced by Radio- 
Television Francaise and re- 
edited with English language 
soundtrack by National Educational 
Television, the two-part film de=- 
picts traditional and bizarre tech= 
niques that are practiced today 
exactly as they have been for 
2,000 years, 

One of the most unusual ele- 
ments of Chinese medicine is 
called acupuncture or injection, 
To show how it works, cameras 
watch a patient suffering from an 
eye ailment being treated with 
long needles which are thrust into 
her face surrounding the eye, Al- 
though the patient has received no 
anesthesia, the treatment is ap- 
parently painless. Another se= 
quence demonstrates the use of 
needles on those suffering from 
rheumatism and on a sciatica 
patient who has failed to respond 
to treatment by modern physicians, 
despite the use of wonder drugs, 
In each case the patient claims 
his condition has been improved, 

Like acupuncture, heat therapy 
or ‘*‘moxa’’ is strange to Western 
medical practice; yet the Chinese 
have found it remarkably effece 
tive, As the camera watches, a 
patient suffering from high blood 
pressure is treated by physicians 
who place a piece of ginger on his 
skin, Wormwood is put on top of 
the ginger and then ignited with 
incense, After treatment the

And perhaps the weirdest ass 
pect of all is the two principles 
on which Chinese medicine is 
based: the concept of ‘‘yin=yaii3” 
decreeing that the human bodyis 
a little universe in which two 
diametrically opposed cosmic 
principles are frequently at war; 
and the conviction that vital energy 
within the human body must 
either repressed or stimulated to 
effect a cure, To change this vital 
energy, the Chinese use heat and 
injection, the two techniques that 
seem so foreign to modern medi 
cine, ;

“‘Local members of The Church

A Reason To Hope 


Another Christmas has come and the world seems very 
little different than it was a year ago, 

Has it made a difference — the birth of Jesus Christ? 
Has mankind been substantially influenced by his teach- 
ings and those of the wise men of many civilizations who 
have agreed with him that the world and its people would 
benefit immeasurably from the acceptance of peace and 
goodwill as daily objectives? 

It is frequently difficult to believe that 


anyone has 
been listening. 


The simple formula for human behavior 
that he recommended has been broadcast around the globe 
ceaselessly for more than 1900 years, and still men abuse 
and war with one another. 

But occasionally something happens to encourage faith 
in the ultimate wisdom of man. Occasionally a massive 
human reaction to the need of others convinces us that 
fewer have been deaf to the message of love than we 
sometimes suppose. With an outpouring of compassion, 
numbers of people reveal with a Single act that they do 
believe in the worth of the individual and the brotherhood 
of man. 

The response last week of hundreds of volunteers to 
the call for the rare type of blood needed to help medical 
men in their fight to save the life of a young Andover 
woman is an example. 

It is an isolated incident. But however plagued we are 
by the thought that men do not consistently show such 
concern for one another — day to day and under less 
dramatic circumstances — we cannot take away from the 
fact that just last week more than 400 people were willing 
to give of themselves in an attempt to sustain the life of 
another, 

It is news that suggests one reason for renewed hope at 
Christmastime, 1966.

Athletie Proposal Examined 


Athletic Director Donald Dunn 
this week pointed out some of the 
problems that would be created 
for his department if the School 
Committee moves to restrict 
school coaches to work with a 
single sport in any one academic 
year, 

Such a restriction was proposed 
by Committeewoman Virginia Cole 
at the Dec, 13 meeting and imme« 
diately supported by members 
Frederick Fitzgerald and Robert 
Sherman, Committeeman William 
Doherty expressed firm opposition 
to the suggestion, however, and 
succeeded in delaying final action 
until a recommendation could be 
sought from Mr, Dunn, 

The athletic director is in the 
process of preparing his report for 
the committee and said that he 
would not go into the content of his 
recommendation until after the 
policy board has seen it, 

He did discuss the present 
coaching program, however, and 
pointed out some of the factors 
that must be considered in advance 
of any decision on Mrs. Cole’s 
motion, 

Dunn said he has spent the past 
ten years recruiting teachers for 
the Andover system who could 
strengthen the athletic program 
and he pointed to the ‘‘fantastic 
record’’ made in that period as an 
indication of ‘‘quality coaching,” 

He said that in recruiting he 
followed the instructions of Supt, 
Edward I, Erickson in looking 
“‘first for a teacher, and then a 
coach,”’ As a result, he said, the 
town’s head coaches are classi-=- 
fied as some of the leading teachers 
in the system, One has been made 

a department head, another spent 
the summer writing the history 
program currently in use and 
several have been honored for their 
records in various ways, the 
athletic director added, 

He said the opportunity for the 
extra income available to coaches 
had served as an inducement for 
some of the married teachers re= 
cruited, Most married male teach= 
ers have to have some additional 
income in order to provide homes 
for their families, he said, 
Coaches, instead of working out- 
side the framework of the school 
as many teachers do, simply take 
on extra jobs that relate to the 


school program, Dunn said in 
comparing the after hours sched= 
ules of coaches and other teachers. 
Coaching Hours 

He said there had been some 
misconceptions aired in the Schvol 
Committee discussion of coaching 
hours and he particularly men= 
tioned the figure of 700 hours for 
the football coach, This covers 
the coach’s work over the period 
of an entire year (including the 
summer), rather than just during 
the span of a football season, he 
said, This works out to little more 
than two hours a day over the 
course of a year, thedirector said, 
adding that many people devote a 
comparable amount of time to 
hobbies without neglecting their 
occupations, 

Director Dunn reports that he 
has 12 coaches covering 29 coach= 
ing positions, which means thatall 


but one teacher is involved with

He said the School Committee

freed by a one=sport restriction, 

Dunn went on to say that in his 
opinion there is no difference be= 
tween a coach and a teacher = they 
are identical, He said the Andover

athletic program offers an ‘‘educa=

He explained also that the pro= 
gram is organized so that coaches 
are availableto students and teach=
